Perry Blum 
W3PTB SK 


It is with profound sadness that 
we report and mourn the 
passing of Perry Blum, W3PTB 
(ex-N3AXJ) 


Perry was born in Philadelphia, 
a 1939 graduate of Northeast 
High School, and enlisted in 
the former Army Air Corps in 
1941 at the age of 21. He was 
trained as a radio operator and 
gunner and had reached the 
rank of staff sergeant 

when he was assigned to a B- 
17 crew attached to the 379th 
Bomb Group, 524th Squadron 
of the 8th Air Force in England. 


The crew's tenth mission was a

Kuneevich - N3Q/E 

strike on Hamburg in the 
summer of 1943. Shortly after 
delivering their bomb load, 
the Flying Fortress took direct 
hits in one engine and the 
nose, wounding the 
bombardier and navigator and 
setting the engine on fire. 


After a ditching and two days 
adrift in the North Sea, they 
were picked up by a German 
flying boat and interned in 
Stalag 17B, near Vienna. 
After an extended period of 
bad treatment and deprivation, 
he was force-marched 300 
kilometers though the Black 
Forrest away from 
approaching Russian troops, 
and on the 25" of April 1945, 
they were found by an 
American advanced scout 


party. 


After the war, Perry returned to 
a job as a stocks and bonds 
salesman with a Philadelphia 
brokerage firm. He earned an 
associates degree in industrial 
engineering from Penn State 
Ogontz campus and spent 30 
years working for Link Belt 
before retiring in the early 
1980s. 


Perry and his XYL Marion 
were avid travelers, and George 
Pataki (not the famous 
politician) WB2AQC tells of 
encountering Perry and Marion 
in Juneau, Alaska while they 
were ashore from a cruise on 
the Rotterdam. 


Perry was also of course an 
active radio amateur, and long- 
time member of Phil-Mont and 
the Rooster Net.
